Editorial Visits. 


. While traveling in California we seem 
to have brought before us apparently 
every variety of feature in material, 
animate, intellectual or moral existence. 
Yet among all these varieties, few, if 
any, have awakened more our surprise: 


than the first and long article in the} 


April number of the California Teacher. 
We were surprised that an article so 
devoid of rhetorical correctness in its 
sentences, so false in its historical state- 
ments, sO erroneous in its inferences, 
and evidently so prejudiced in the ob- 
ject aimed at, should receive the sanc- 
tion of our Rev. State Superintendent 
and his Rev. D. D. Assistant Editor — 
the head of the most important public 
educational institution in the State—so 
that they should admit it to the pages 
of a magazine that ought to challenge 
the country for its equal in ability. It 
is headed ‘‘ The March of Empire,” but 
in the whole thing — conclusion, argu- 
ment, facts and construction—it is bad. 
We have marked sixty-seven errors in a 
rapid second reading. Take some ex- 
amples. On the second page, the third 
paragraph begins thus: ‘‘ Cadmus of 
Phoenicia, at the head of the Red Sea, 
long before founded Thebes on the Nile, 
soon the locality of the wonderful pyra- 
mid-builders, the’ shepherd kings of 
Egypt, and other Eastern colonists laid 
the foundation of the Macedonian Em- 
pire, north of Greece.” The strangest 
—Pheenicia at the head of the Red Sea; 
it never was there. Thebes founded 
by Cadmus on the Nile; it never was 
there. Shepherd kings founding the 
Macedenian Empire; .they never did so. 
But the sentence is so utterly erroneous 
in its form that the last assertion may 
not have been designed by the author. 
The very next sentence reads: ‘‘ Alex- 
ander, the Great, marched his army of 
millions eastward, and attacked Darius 
in the Persian capital.” Army of mil- 
lions; he had not fifty thousand, and 
he did not attack Darius in his capital. 
Again, the next to the last sentence on 
the page speaks of the kingdoms of 
Germany on the northwest of Rome. 
They are not northwest. -Even the end- 
ing of the same sentence makes the 
head of these kingdoms ‘‘ where now is 
Austria,” or to the northeast. This is 
also a very badly constructed sentence. 
Once more, notice the last sentence of 
this page: ‘‘Charlemagne annexed Hun- 
gary to his all potent empire.” He 
never did so; but retreated with disas- 
ter, retaining only a little fraction west 
of the River Raab. On the next page, 
fourth sentence, England is said ‘‘ to 
have become sole arbiter of the world.” 
It never was so. It seems also foolish, 
in the same sentence, to speak of Eng- 
land as west of France. Passing two 
or three other errors, the third sentence 
on this same page reads as follows: 
‘* What is a very significant fact, with 
the single notable exception of the Per- 
sian conquest of Babylon, no Eastern 
power ever gains permanent dominance 
over one at the West.” Strange; where 
did the Turks come from that conquer- 
ed Constantinople, or Eastern Roman 
Empire — where the nations that con- 
quered all Rome? Babylon permanent- 
ly conquered the powerful Egyptian na- 
tion, Cyrus gained permanent domin- 
ance over the mighty kingdom of Croesus 
and all of Asia Minor, Spain over Mon- 
tezuma, the United States over northern 
Mexico—and could over all, if it chose. 
After many such errors, the grand con- 
clusion is arrived at, that once in twen- 
ty-five thousand years the tide of Em- 
pire rolls entirely round the earth from 
east to west, a conclusion as foolish as 
that of Sim’s Hole, at which vessels may 
enter to visit the ihterior nations of the 
earth. To arrive at this wonderful con- 
clusion, the author makes use of three, 
and only three, comparisons of dates 
and places. To do this, he makes the 
most distinguished period of the Baby- 
lon Empire to be two thousand years 
before Christ, when it should be about 
six hundred, and the Golden Age, as he 
calls it, of the Roman Empire to be three 
hundred and thirty years after Christ, 
‘with Rome its head or capital. But at 
this date,Constantinople was the capital, 
and the Golden Age of Rome was long 
before, as, on..the very next page, the 
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| dred years before Christ, at the time of | 


Scipio Africanus.” The same mistake 
is made in each of the three compari- 

sons. Indeed; in three hundred and 
thirty years after Christ, the ‘‘March of 
Empire” had left Rome, and with Con- 
stantine, the Great, had moved eastward 
to Constiatinople, to remain there till 
a still more eastern power had obtained 
permanent dominance over this city and 
Empire. Our pen or hand tires in 
quoting the errors of this article... Even 
on the first half page, we marked seven 
errors. Take one: ‘*The writings of 
Moses claim priority of origin for the 
Hebrew nation.” Moses claims no such 
thing. But, we infer that the blinding 
prejudice of the writer, involving him 
in this ‘‘comedy of errors,” is shown in 
another error on the fifth page: ‘‘The 
pmestly, scholastic habits of the Brah- 
mins, and their trinity of deities, are 
erystalized into the priesthood of the 
Hebrews, from whose religion, in turn, 

all the vital beliefs of the western world 
are derived.” Hebrews getting their 
priesthood from the Brahmins! As well 
might a historian say the government 
of old Montezuma was derived from the 
Tuscarora Indians. Indeed, the only 


jumble of errors in this educational 
magazine is that the author, as appéars 
in this last quotation, ardently desires 
to make out something against the 
Christian religion. Shame, if this is 
the case. But it illustrates what we al- 
most weekly meet in infidel hatred of 
Christianity, leading them really tu be- 
lieve, and say, most anything with which 
to make a thrust at this rational, bless- 
ing, and ennobling power of eternal 
progress in good, which, like all other 
truth, must uncompromisingly crush, 
sooner or later, every error and evil off 
the earth. We live in a free world as 
to intellectual investigation and moral 
will, and we delight to see strong minds 
contending for diverse systems of be- 
lief. In no religion of the world ex- 
cept that of the Bible is this encouraged 
and allowed. A prominent principle 
of this religion is, examine or prove all 
things, hold fast that which. is good. 
But let the opposer of the Bible pro- 
ceed intelléctually, rationally, with real 
facts, and a really believed system, and 
not be a falsifier of facts, a sophist in 
argument and a mere finder of fault 
with others, with no real belief of his 
own except that othersare wrong. Ver- 
ily a Brahmin, with his Vishnoo, or a 
Chinaman, with his Josh, is worthy of 
more respect than such. But we are 
much surprised that the Rev. editors of 
the California Teacher should sanction 
this string of errors. We present this 
short statement of this, the strangest of 
articles we have lately seen published, 

but can give so few specimens of its al- 

most hundred mistakes, that our fingers 
ache to triple the examples. Still, we 
desist, and hope the editors of said 
Teacher will see that our State shall not 
be disgraced by such another jumble of 
erroneous nonsense. S.

OPENING OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARIES ON 
SUNDAYS. 


For some two or three years, attempts 
have been made, from time to time, to 
have the reading-room connected with 
the library opened on the Sabbath day; 
the reasons offered being that many 
who could not on week days avail them- 
selves of the privileges which it con- | 
ferred, could on the Sabbath, enjoy 
what otherwise was beyond their reach. 

When the subject was before the City 
Government in July, 1867, Solicitor 
Healey gave the opinion ‘‘ that the 
opening of the library for public use 
on Sundays would conflict with the 
statutes; that such use does not come 
within the meaning of either of the 
words of the exception, necessity or 
charity; and that. persons who should 


Sunday,would be subject to the penalty 
provided by the statute.’’ To obviate 
this difficulty, a bill has been intro- 
duced into the State Senate the present 
session, by Mr. Dean, of Suffolk, em- 
powering. towns and cities to authorize 
the opening of public libraries within 
their respective limits, and relieving 
the persons employed in these institu- 
tions from all penalties for violating 
the Sabbath statutes. The present 
petition in favor of opening the Public 


ernment, (an answer to which will be 
viven in the affirmative if the Legisla- 
ture legalizes the same) is signed by 
many of the first’ business men of the 
city, who by thus lending their aid are 
not only sanctioning the liberalism of 
the present age, but are evidently doing 
much to advance it.

Ir would not surprise us if the reunion 
of: the two great branches of the Prés- 
byterian Church were to be fully con- 
summated, in connection with the meet- 
ing of their Assemblies the present year. 
It is a result devoutly to be wished. 
The great, and almost the only obstacle 
to reunion hitherto, has been a lack of 
mutual confidence perpetuated by a 
lack of communication. The friendly 
conferences and discussions of the last 
four years’ have pretty effectually re- 
moved this obstacle and it seems likely, 
at last, that the two bodies will unite 
on the simple basis of the common 
standard. When the question of re- 
union was first mooted, objections were 
raised and difficulties magnified, by one 
party or the other, under the very nat- 
ural impulse of antagonism, to be ex- 
pected in those who have been accus- 
tomed to regard each other with sus- 
picion, Hence conditions were proposed 
and burdensome ‘‘plans of reunion,” 
which, if there had not been a remark- 
able display of magnanimity and for- 
bearance, would have defeated the end 
sought. But a better acquaintance has 
developed a mutual respect and regard 
which had been latent before, and now, 
it is probable, that without pledges or 
embarrassing conditions, the marriage 
will take place on the very proper basis 
of mutual affection. The Assemblies 
will not be hampered in any action look- 
ing toward reunion the present year, by 
any constitutional difficulties. The 
action in any case must be extra-consti- 
tutional. The Assemblies of 1869 will 
be held in the same place. This will 
greatly assist~ their deliberations both 
as it respects their convenience and the 
spirit of them. If only there is a fair 
unanimity in the action of the Presby- 
teries represented, no slight obstruction 
will be able to hinder the mighty wave 
of christian and fraternal feeling from 
meeting and mingling never more to be 


disunited. 


Bonk one who has recently made a 

visit to the Almshouse, writes to -the 
Call, of this city, as follows: ‘‘ Occa- 
sionally, some minister of the Gospel 
goes to the Almshouse and preaches 
the Word of God to the poor inmates; 

but, for some unknown reason, this is 
seldom done. Ministers, as a general 
rule, prefer. to preach to intelligent au- 
diences, where their brilliant talents 
can be appreciated. The consequence 
is, that there have been but one or two 
sermons preached there since New- 
Year’s.” We submit that this is hardly 
just to the ministers of San Francisco. 

If there is a class of men who do more 
gratuitous service of a charitable kind, 
we should be pleased to know it. We 
venture the opinion that in no city of 
the Union is the ministerial force so 
small in proportion to the demands that 
are made upon it. Every regular pas- 
tor is called upon to attend a great 
many funerals of persons whom he 
_ knows nothing about and whose friends 
‘never reward him with a thank you.” 
He is expected, if he attends the Minis- 
terial Union each month, to volunteer 
to conduct a religious service at the In- 
dustrial School or the Jail, or to preach 
on-the street, or to act as committee on 
some important matter looking to the 
amelioration of the condition of men. | 
Many of our ministers, in addition to 
their regular and proper work as preach- 
ers and pastors, are obliged to teach,

And now as to the purpose at which we 
aim. As amere avenue of news, it is 
not worth our while as ministers to de- 
vote time to prepare, and energies’ to 
provide for this journal. There is a 
purpose beyond, which comes within 
the range of no other than a religious 
paper. It is the obvious purpose of 


|promoting vital religion, individual 


and public. The religious paper must 
view man as an immortal being as well 
as a creature in all Time’s concerns. It 
certainly is not allowed us to be less in- 


terested than others in great questions 
of public policy which affect us as citi- | 


zens, or in matters of general morality 
so nearly related to religion.” 

Such were the high and pure prin- 
ciples which he laid down at the outset 
of his editorial career. Little did he 
foresee, at that timé, the severe conflicts 
into which adherence to them would 
lead him. But had he known all be- 
forehand, he would not have changed 
them a hair’s breadth. He pleaded 
earnestly, and from week to week for 
the Sabbath, for schools, pure morals, 
especially 1 in men in public stations, for 
honesty. in the administration of public 
or private trusts, and kindred cee | 
of public welfare.. Advocating the di- 
vine sanctions of human goverment, 


brought him into controversy with the | 
Wide West, a literary paper of some | 


ability published at that time. Clearly 
and strongly did he maintain his posi- 
tions, putting his arguments with calm- 
ness, but with force, till the great crisis 
of our civil affairs called him to sterner 
work. Midsummer of the memorable 
year 1856 had come. The city of San 
Francisco was in a fever of excitement. 
_ The administration of law was in the 
hands of the worst of men. Justice 
slumbered. Crime was unpunished. 
Criminals were boldand fearless. Im- 
punity madé them insolent, and it had 
become unsafe to attempt to expose 
them. Things grew rapidly worse. 

The public pulse was at fever heat, and 


none could point out a remedy for our’ 


disorders. Richardson had been mur- 


dered, and though the crime was proved 


by the most direct testimony, the mur- 
derer was not convicted. Then came 
the 14th day of May. At half-past 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, Mr. King was 
shot down in the street by Casey, a 
former State’s Prison convict. A thrill 
of anguish penetrated every heart. The 
whole city was moved. With one yojce 
the agency of the Vigilance Committee 
was invoked to execute the law, for 
there was not the slightest confidence 
that the officers of justice would do their 
duty. Night came on, but few retired 
to rest. The next morning was Mr. 
Brayton’s publication day.

Amber. 


When I was a little girl, a member of 
the family. had a stick of amber.a few 
inches*long.

This was a charming 
moment, though the teasing. uncle who 
owned it would insist that there was no

These 
forests were long ago submerged, pet- : 
rified and fossilized, and still, from. the 
depths of the Baltic. sea, is thrown up | 
the precious gum which we call amber.

making shoe leather waterproof, most 
of them compounds involving consid- 
erable trouble in the preparation and 
more or less expense, and none of them 
half so good as the simple article castor 
oil, which-can be bought at the drug 
store for twenty-five or fifty cents a pint, 

according to your locality. . Apply it to 
the boot when dry, and soak it by the 
fire till-the leather is saturated. Treat 
the soles in the same way, being careful 
to dry it well so that they will not grease 
the carpets, We once treated a pair of 
calf boots in this way, and a few days 
aftertwe walked fivemiles in saturated 
snow and water from six to ten inches 
deep.at every step, and came out with 
feet perfectly dry. Castor oil will keep
